System Next Year 


A new tuition and fee system 
will be inaugurated for the 1954- 
55 school year Dean E. M. Potter 
announced today. 

In the past the basic tuition and 
added fees made the cost to dis¬ 
trict students above $50 and non¬ 
district students above $60. 

The board adopted a straight 
rate of $45 for district students 
and $60 for non-district students. 

All students except applied 
music students and those taking 
lecture courses will save about 
$ 10 . 

The change adopted by the 
Board of Trustees at a recent 
meeting will simplify bookkeep¬ 
ing and make the work of the 
business office easier. 

Students living out of the area 
can know the exact cost of a 
semester at TJC instead of the 
tuition rate and added fees.

Alexander graduated from Gas¬ 
ton High in 1952.

Tyler’s Criterion Club pre¬ 
sented the library with a Bible. 

To help those students who 
must keep appointments, the col¬ 
lege installed an electric clock on 
the west wall. 

One of the most valuable ac¬ 
quisitions of the year was the 
Hampson Gary addition. Mr. 
Gary’s personal papers were left 
to the college at his death. Two 
glass cases at the rear of the 
library hold the papers. 

Gary, at the time of his death, 


was an executive in an import- 
export bank. Previously he had 
held diplomatic positions for the 
United States. 

Among these papers will be 
found his communications with 
various presidents, his commission 
in the Army, and other papers. 

The library also received the 
“Congressional Record” this year. 
This pamphlet records everything 
that goes on in the House and 
Senate. 

All books were rearranged this 
year, with a new double row of 
book shelves being added. Mrs. 
Johnnye Kennedy, librarian, and 
her assistants were kept busy 
during the year moving these 
books. 

Jerry Busby of Tyler, and Dale 
Stonecipher, music instructor at 
TJC, held music recitals this year 
in the library. 

An art exhibit open to the pub¬ 
lic was also held over the week- j 
end of Feb. 19, 20, 21. 

The library has had a very 
busy year in its dual role as 
auditorium and library.

WACSTAFF VIEWS COMING SEASON 


Apache 1954 Football Season 
Is Toughest Schedule Faced 


By publication time of the next 
Pow Wow the Apaches will have 
begun the 1954 Football Season. 
They face a tough schedule con¬ 
sisting of nine junior colleges, 
the Texas Tech Freshmen, and the 
University of Houston Freshmen. 

These are Coach Floyd Wag- 
staffs views for 1954. 

“The first game is, at present, 
rated as the toughest for the year. 
Tyler beat Paris 20-14 in 1953 but 
the whole team rated Paris the 
best club they played. From this 
1953 team, Paris has lost only two 
starters. They still have Jackie 
Weldon, a very capable quarter¬ 
back, and probably the fastest 
backfield in the state. This will 
be the hardest opening game the 
Apaches have faced. 

SAN ANGELO 

“Tyler hasn’t played San Angelo 
JC for several years. In the past 
Tyler has always been victorious 
but not without a hard fight. They 
have several all-state players from 
the Lubbock High School 1952 
State Championship Team. San 
Angelo JC has Negro students, 
and a big, fast colored boy will 
be their fullback. They will be 
hard to beat in San Angelo.” 

EASTERN ARIZONA JC 

Coach Wagstaff predicted a win 
for the Apaches in the Eastern 
Arizona JC contest. Nevertheless, 
Eastern Arizona is a Mormon 
School and the players are very 
close to each other. They exhibit 
a high spirit and a lot of fight. 
This could be a good ball game. 

TEXAS TECH FRESHMEN 

“The Texas Tech Frosh will be 
the opposition for the Rose Festi¬ 
val Game. Texas Tech has been 
trying for a long time to get into 
the Southwest Conference and 
thinks it might pretty soon. They 
are going all out for football 
and very likely will have a fine 
Freshman team. 

BEL MAR 

“Del Mar has beaten Tyler the 
past two years. Corpus Christi is 
another place that goes all out for 


football and Del Mar always has. 
a good team. This far along in 
the season the Apaches should 
have reached their peak of per¬ 
formance and it will be a hard 
fought contest. We certainly don’t 
want Del Mar to extend that win¬ 
ning streak to three in a row. 
VICTORIA 

“Last year, Tyler beat Victoria, 
here in a non-conference tussle. 
This year they have a fine new 
coach, Rusty Russell, who is ex¬ 
pected to help them a lot. Judging 
from the past games played in 
Victoria, they certainly will be 
hard to beat. 

WHARTON 

“Probably the second hardest 
game of the 1954 season will be 
against Wharton County JC. Next 
to Paris, they should be the rough¬ 
est. They beat Tyler in 1952 and 
it will be awfully hard to beat 
them any time in Wharton. 

PERKINSTON 

“The next game will be against 
Perkinston, Miss. JC. During 1953, 
this team was rated No. 2 in the 
nation in the final Williamson rat¬ 
ing. This would indicate that they 
will bring a fine team to Tyler. 

“The University of Houston 
Frosh are always hard to beat. 
They played Tyler a hard game 
last year and should be even bet¬ 
ter this year as the University of 
Houston is continually growing 
stronger in football. 

NORTH EASTERN OKLAHOMA 
A&M 

“Another out-of-state opponent 
will be North Eastern Oklahoma 
A&M. This team was undefeated 
in regular season play and lost 
only in the Little Rose Bowl in 
California. They were rated No. 
1 & 2 all last season and are cer¬ 
tain to be rated very high this 
year. 

“Added interest in this game is 
that they beat Tyler out for that 
Rose Bowl bid in 1953. They will 
bring a strong team to Tyler and 
this should be one of the better 
games of the year. 

KILGORE 


“The last game, as usual, will 
be against Kilgore JC in Kilgore. 
This is one game that can speak 
for itself. A strong rivalry be¬ 
tween Tyler and Kilgore makes 
for a lot of keen interest in this 
game. Tyler has won the last 
two games but Kilgore will have 
a good chance to take this one. 
They have a good portion of their 
1953 team and don’t have half 
the job of rebuilding a team that 
Tyler has. 

“From the above comments, one 
could get the idea we are crying. 
It is just a statement of facts. This 
is the hardest schedule TJC has 
ever faced. 


“From the 1953 team we lost 
the first five ends, the first four 
tackles, the first four guards, the 
starting center, and the entire 
starting backfield. This isn’t just 
the first team, but almost the first 
two teams. We will have a strong 
ball club but it will be made up 
largely of first year men. Last 
year’s team was made up mostly 
of second year men who had 
more experience than the 1954 
team will have. Considering this, 
along with the great individual 
stars, the 1953 aggregation was 
stronger than we can make a 
team in 1954.

“TJC has been stronger in foot¬ 
ball and basketball than any other 
junior college in Texas—and 
probably in the United States. We 
think we are doing the right thing 
in not having baseball and track 
and taking the chance of jeop¬ 
ardizing our position in basketball 
and football*” 

“As everyone knows, we try to 
make our athletic department self- 
supporting. We do our very best 
to have good football and basket¬ 
ball teams, and to make these 
organizations support themselves; 
there is just no place for baseball. 

“Football is the only sport in 
colleges today that pays its own 
way. The revenue from football 
pays the expenses of all the other 
organizations in practically all 
colleges and universities in this 
part^of the country. If we tried 
to have a baseball team, it would 
cost up from $2000 to $3000 and 
would therefore curtail our foot¬ 
ball and basketball program to 
that extent. 


30 Players Go To 12 Schools

Twenty-two Apache gridders 
and eight Apache basketball play¬ 
ers whose eligibility expires at 
TJC this year will be enrolled 
in 12 different senior institutions 
next fall.

How many of the loyal Apaches 
of TJC have ever really noticed 
the Totem Pole, standing in the 
corner in the library? 

The Totem Pole not only rep¬ 
resents true Apache spirit, but it 
is the only Christmas gift TJC 
has ever received from alumni. 
It was presented to the college 
by Sam Nash, cartoonist for the 
■Tyler Courier Times in 1928. 

At the time of its presentation, 
students and teachers were so 
delighted that a spontaneous pep 
rally was held, and for many 
years the Totem Pole held an 
honored position at pep rallies 
and assemblies. 

' Totem Poles were originally 
used by the Indians and placed in 
front of their wigwams to repre¬ 
sent their clan, and TJC’s Totem 
Pole was used for this purpose 
also. But through the years this 
practice has ceased until now it 
never leaves the library. 

For those who have never 
noticed the Totem Pole, the fig¬ 
ures on it tell their own story. 
At the top of the pole are the 
Braves. Next on the pole is the 
Big Chief “Alcalda”. Under him 
come sports, portrayed by a ten¬ 
nis racket, basketball, baseball 
and bat. Just below these, mem¬ 
bers of the tribe are gathered 
around the council fire. Next, the 
squaws are seen wearing their 
moccasins. Last of all are the 
freshmen represented by lonely 
fish swimming around the pole.
